REMARKS 



Traverse is on the groxmd that the claims do in fact relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. The Office argues that Group IV lacks novelty 
and therefore the other claims are not so linked by a special technical feature within the 
meaning of PCT Rule 13.2 as to form a single inventive concept. Applicant respectfully 
disagrees. Qaim 24 calls for, inter alia, "instructions for carrying out an assay according 
to Claim 1." Thus, Claim 24 in fact incorporates the special technical features of Claim 1 
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
